Gun owners are indebted to the U. S. Customs Ser­ 
vice, a branch of the Treasury Department, for a clear if 
unintentional insight into how impossible it would be to 
banish guns from the U. S. as some anti-gun fanatics 
demand. 


Customs, in a press release, reported a 260 per cent 
increase in known cases involving illegal attem pts to 
export weapons and munition not all of them firearms, 
from the country in fiscal 1974 over 1973. 


Just as what goes up must come down, what can be 
exported illegally through our approximately 90,000 miles 
of continental and overseas land and sea borders 
presumably can be imported the sam e way. We are 
talking now of firearms, which certain idealists and 
others would eliminate just as some 'people attempted to 
eliminate alcoholic beverages half a centry ago. 


There can be little doubt that the 15,000 Customs 
Service em ployes, h ard-w orking and conscientious 
though they may be, cannot begin to stop the flow of illicit 
firearms from this country to troubled parts of the world 
where underground forces are willing to pay fancy prices 
for guns. It was always thus. And so it will be here in 
reverse if the fanatics who want a Federal law to end 
private firearms ownership ever succeed. 


Those in this country who disobey the laws and are 
willing to pay a high cash price will always be able to get 
guns In sad and solemn fact, money appears to be able to 
buy anything, anytime, anywhere. 


Trying to close some 90,000 miles of border to disarm 
220,000,000 people obviously never will work. 


So why prate about prohibiting guns? 


In the urgent quest for crime control, the anti-gun 
element has come up with the wrong answer, firearm s 
confiscation, but lacks the common sense to see it.

It is long overdue and should 
receive

public 
support. John Ryan is Chairman 
of the new Indiana Council for 
E ffective Law Enforcem ent 
(ICELE). He is former chair­ 
man of the U.S. Postal Rate 
Commission and parliam en­ 
tarian of the State Senate. Don. 
E. Cope, former member of the 
State Parole board will serve as 
the group’s executive secretary . 
Purpose of the group will be 
to help victims of crim e similar 
to the numerous organizations 
jum ping to the support of 
criminals. One way will be to 
recruit and guide citizens to 
serve as court and prosecutor 
w atchers, a program which has 
been effectively used by Women 
United Against Rape. 
They will also monitor the 
policies of the Department of 
Corrections and actions of the 
parole board, as well as lending 
support 
to law 
enforcement 
officers. 
Need 
for 
the organization 
became apparent by release of 
statistics showing a correlation 
in 
the decrease in 
prison 
population 
with 
increased 
crim e. In 1964, our penal in­ 
stitutions in the state had a 
combined population of 7,173, 
which dropped to 4,327 in 1974 if 
you count those on work release 
and 
“ out 
of confinem ent” 
programs. 
During the sam e decade, the 
FBI shows murders in Indiana 
have more than doubled; armed, 
robberies went from 2,371 to 
5,641 and reported rapes in­ 
creased at an alarming rate.

Cope would reverse the trend 
having criminals live in fear of 
punishment rather than citizens 
in fear of crim e. Law abiding 
citizens are forced to become 
"lo ck ed -u p ” for protection, 
while criminals are “turned 
loose” to roam , a reverse of the 
norm.

Compensation is limited in any

There is a lot of griping going 
on these days about the United 
States Postal. .Service. A few 
gripes are: too much junk m ail; 
first class mail is too high at ten 
cents; the post office loses mail; 
the postal service is run by a 
bunch 
of bureaucrats and 
mailmen make too much and 
don’t do enough. You can, decide 
for yourself if the charges are 
justified or not. However , before 
you condemn the present postal 
system, consider how things 
used, to be. 
Various 
kinds 
of 
postal 
systems, have been around since 
before the birth of Christ. The 
first 
Am erican 
system 
developed out of the need of 
colonial 
governors 
of 
the 
colonies to communicate with 
each other on matters of state. 
By '1707 there was a, regular post 
from Boston 
to 
Phildelphia. 
Thus the Boston, Post Road, 
(U.S. 1) runs the old postal 
route. Benjamin Franklin WAS 
appointed by the Continental 
Congress 
to 
set up an 
in­ 
dependent system. He set the 
first postal rates for newspapers 
and periodicals. It was often the 
practice of printers to bribe the 
postal authorities to carry only 
their newspapers and forget the 
com petitor's 
news 
sheets. 
Franklin had pulled the same 
trick himself many times, His 
rate system cut out the bribery. 
Perhaps Virginié had the best 
state postal system during 
colonial 
days. 
Letters 
were 
delivered to the first plantation 
along a given route. Planter 
number one had to deliver the 
letter to number two until the 
letter got to its destination. If a 
complaint was lodged that the 
m ail 
failed 
to 
reach 
its 
destination each planter 
in­ 
volved was fined three hundred 
fifty 
pounds 
of 
tobacco. 
Needless to say, the mail got 
through. 
'The charges for mail in those1 
long gone days may not have 
'been expensive to our way of 
thinking but they were just as 
aggravating as today's rates. 
Mail was charged by botn me 
mile and the number of sheets 
sent. Before 1840 there were no 
envelopes. Sheets were folded 
singly and sealed. In 1805 the 
postal rate was eight cents for a 
single letter sheet up to forty 
miles. It cost ten cents to send 
the same letter from forty to 
ninety miles. If your letter was 
going to travel from ninety to 
three hundred miles it would 
cost seventeen cents. It would 
cost twenty cents, to send an 
epistle anywhere from three 
hundred to five hundred miles 
and the rate for five hundred 
miles or more was twenty-five 
cents. 
This 
may 
sound 
reasonable but remember that 
twenty-five cents was a day’s 
wage in those days. There was 
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just one 
problem with 
this 
system. The charge for the mail 
had to be paid by the person 
receiving it. So many 
folks 
simply refused to accept their 
mail. 
The British Postal System in 
1M0 cam e up with the idea of the 
postage stamp. The first one 
had Queen Victoria’s likeness on, 
it. By 1845 the system was being 
used in the United States and in 
1847 the United States Post 
Office Department issued its 
first stamp. 
By 1825 the first stage coach 
was pounding into Indianapolis 
bringing mail with it. The first 
all mail stage was that of the 
Madison 
and 
Indianapolis. 
However, 
m ail 
was 
being 
received at Rushville long 
before that. Travelers going 
through the area were entrusted 
with letters for various settlers. 
The first post office for Rush 
County was at the home of John 
Arnold in Union Township. 
Rushville’s first Post 
Office 
became a reality in 1822 with 
Charles Veeder being the first 
postmaster. The mail traveled 
over trails from Connersville 
through Rushville and on to 
Indianapolis. By 1831 the mail 
was traveling through Rushville 
by stage. When the railroads 
began running through town 
mail was dispatched to 
all 
points and got here quicker than 
ever. During the hey day of the 
rail lines there were twenty-four 
trains in a twenty-four hour 
period carrying mail to and 
from Rushville. 
The first known location of a 
post office for Rushville was in 
1868 when Sarah Hackleman 
was postm istress, It was located 
on the site of 
the present 
Western Auto Store. In 1887' it 
was moved to where the Far­ 
m er’s Trust Company Building 
now stands on the East Side of 
Main between Second 
and 
Third. In 1898 it moved again to 
the Havens Building on West 
Second S treet, the form er 
location of Hittle’s Store. It 
moved back to Main Street in 
1911 in the Masonic Building. In 
the same year The Reverend 


Dr. A. W. Jamieson, Pastor of 
the United Presbyterian Church 
circulated a petition seeking to 
keep the Post Office closed on 
Sundays. The Masonic Building 
was destroyed by fire in 1913 
and the Post Office was forced 
to seek shelter in what is now 
T aff’s furniture store. The 
present Masonic building was 
erected in 1914 and the facility 
was moved back in there. In 
1925 the Durbin Hotel began 
hosting the Post Office and on 
December 1, 1939 the service 
moved into its present home on 
West Third Street. 
So gripe if you will about the 
present state of the United 
States Postal System but please 
don’t ask for the good old days 
back. Things, are much 'better 
now.

The former Boston Celtics’ 
backcourt star and ex-Kansas 
City-Omaha Kings’ coach said 
Thursday he had opportunities 
for eommissionerships in the 
past, 
but 
bypassed 
them 
because it would take him 'too 
far from his Worcester. Mass., 
home. 'The ASL has headquar­ 
ters in nearby Providence. R.I. 
Cousy’s name was mentioned 
as a possible successor to 
Walter Kennedy of the National 
Basketball Association or to 
Tedd Munchak of the American 
.Basketball Association, but the 
screening committees of both 
leagues turned elsewhere when 
he showed no interest in 
working in New York. 
“I was approached three 
weeks ago by Walt Peters, the 
ASL president, held several 
meetings with team owners and 
received a detailed description 
of the soccer job," Cousy said. 
“ Then I turned to Arnold 
Auerbach for advice. Arnold 
has always been a sort of 
father image for me since his 
days as coach of the Celtics. I 
go back to him from time to 
time when business problems 
arise and always find the 
counselling I receive to be 
invaluable.” 
Cousy said Red Auerbach 
was “cautiously optim istic 


about the job, told me to look 
into it and be careful So far,

Matthew also em braces other 
opportunities to connect

To cite 
one of many sim ilar examples, 
crowds greeted Jesus as the son 
of 
David 
when 
he 
entered 
Jerusalem for the last time 
(Matthew' 21:9, 15. See also 
12:23; 15:22; 20:30-31). 
Gentile Christians found it 
easy to believe in the virgin 
birth for a different reason In 
pagan mythology there were 
many exam ples of gods having 
offspring by earthly women. 
These ch ild ren w ere called 
“ h e ro e s.” Today the word 


“hero” has been divested of 
such mythical connotations and 
refers 
only 
tc 
the 
physical 
qualities such individuals were 
supposed to have. 
Theological Necessity 
The story of the virgin birth 
was increasingly 
emphasized 
beginning in the latter part of 
the first century because it 
satisfied a very deeply felt 
theological 
need 
Some 
Christians called Docetists who 
brought Greek philosophy to 
bear 
on 
Christianity, 
m ain­ 
tained that since Jesus was the 
son of God. he was also divine. 
Other 
Christians, 
taking 
an 
opposite view, m aintained that 
Jesus was wholly man. The 
trouble with these assumptions 
was that if either were ac­ 
cepted, the central doctrine of 
the atonem ent would lose its 
meaning. If Jesus was wholly a 
god, then he did not really suffer 
and 
die 
on 
the 
cross. 
No 
atonement for the sins of the 
world could take place, there 
fore, because the price for it in 
Christ's blood had not been paid. 
On the other hand, if Jesus was 
nothing more than a Jew who 
died on a cross, his death 
signified nothing 
Christian theology demanded 
that Christ be wholly man and 
wholly God at one and the sam e 
tim e. 
This 
necessity 
was 
satisfied by the circum stances 
of the virgin birth. As the son of 
M ary, Jesus was human; as the 
son of God he was divine. 
Satisfactory 
as this 
form ­ 
ulation 
w as 
from 
the 
theological point of view, it 
seem ed 
illogical 
to 
m any 
C h ristian s. An increasingly 
large group called 
Arians— 
because they followed a monk 
nam ed 
A rius—continued to 
believe that Jesus was a divinity 
second only to the greater God, 
his Father. The split between 
Arian and orthodox Christians 
was tem porarily healed by the 
Council of Nicea (325 A. D ), 
which restated the dual nature 
of Jesus essentially in the form 
that has come down to us in the 
A postles’ C reed. Yet m any 
Christians from that day to this 
have continued to believe that 
Jesus had no element of divinity 
at 
all. 
This 
tradition 
is 
rep re se n te d 
today 
in 
the 
Unitarian Church. 


Em m anuel 
But perhaps the central core 
of meaning in the narrative of 
the virgin birth does not lie in 
the m anner of conception but in 
the purpose of Jesus’s coming. 
As Matthew states, "he will 
save his people from their sins." 
Also, his nam e—E m m an u el- 
indicated that he was to show 
people what God was like. Since 
nearly all Christians can agree 
on the validity of this element of 
the nativity story, it would be 
better 
to concentrate on 
it 
rather than on the divisive 
question of C hrist’s conception.

The Needle’s Eye

If you want to see some moral, 
problems revealed in today’s 
America you need not go to the 
movies or read the latest 
literature or visit the college 
campus where so much moral 
looseness is said to be prevalent. 
You may simply want to go to 
the nearest large shopping mall 
to browse in the gift shop. I 
found that out one day during a 
recent trip to a southern city. 
My wife wanted to go shopping 
for some gift items and we 
entered a small gift shop off the 
grand mall in this city’s largest 
shopping area. The first two 
things which caught my eye 
were colorful toilet seats. The 
first was green and it had im­ 
bedded in its pretty plastic 
United States Dollars of all 
denominations. The other was 
pink and was decorated with 
United States Coins, freshly 
minted, in its works. As I 
browsed through the shop my 
eye caught some colorful coffee 
mugs. “It might be nice to have 
one with my name on it,,” I 
thought. As I went to look at the 
mugs I noticed that they were 
printed-with four, five and eight 
letter 
w o r d s -pornographic 
words which, one can’t use in 
polite society, let alone in the 
pages of our daily newspaper. 
I assumed that since most 
American businessmen are sure 
of selling their products that the 
maker of moneyed toilet seats 
and filthy worded coffee cups 
knew folks would buy them. I 
guess there must be people 
ready, willing, able-and crazy to 
buy such merchandise. 
If you are like me you wonder 
what has happened to the 
times? What is America getting 
into? Where1 are we heading? I 
can't prophecy about the future 
but I (just like you) can look 
back to see what brought us this 
far to the brink of public por­ 
nography and possible national 
moral disaster. 
What was once illegal and 
immoral now has the sanction of 
American government and law 
enforcement everywhere. The 
surveyors of “the new freedom” 
are ready to fight for “their 
rights” to splash filthy language 
in novels, on the screen, on the 
stage, in school children’s text 
books.

national 
television's talk show hosts has 
stated publically that he is 
against

law s’’ 
on 
television and fights constantly 
to use vile language on his show. 
“Censorship is wrong” he and 
others cry. The old morality is 
now “square” and “straight” 


and old fashioned. The new 
morality is the thing. 
This is the direct result of the 
lessened influence of the church 
on Americans. The latest Gallop 
survey reveals that seventy-five 
per cent of Americans feel the 
church has no relevance in their 
lives. It is becoming more and 
more difficult to interest people 
in things of the spirit. Christ has 
been kicked out of most of our 
public affairs. The Bible is no 
longer used in the schools. 
Christ might not even find a seat 
In some of our churches if he 
entered the door. I have an

church" where Christ is never 
m entioned. To combat the 
moral looseness of the day we 
don’t need more laws. We need 
to return to spiritual values as 
found in Christ and His church 
and His Word - The Holy Bible.

There’s a feeling around town 
that next y ear’s Congress, with 
its large Democratic majority, 
will be the most efficient in 
years, 
The expectation is that the 
lawgivers 
won’t 
necessarily 
w ait for 
P resid en t 
F o rd ’s 
legislative program but rather 
will 
take 
the 
initiative 
on 
several fronts. 
That prospect was heightened 
recently 
when 
congressional 
leaders unveiled a vigorous, 
hard-hitting recess schedule for 
1975. 
Exhibiting unusual foresight, 
the leadership boldly comm it­ 
ted senators and House m em ­ 
bers to an extended observance 
of eight m ajor holidays, begin­ 
ning with Lincoln's Birthday in 
February 
and 
ending 
with 
Thanksgiving in November. 
Additionally, they set aside 
the entire month of August for 
the “August recess,” thereby 
quashing speculation that Con­ 
gress m ight take its August 
recess in July or September. 
But the most daring stroke of 
all was 
the omission 
of a 
Christm as recess. This 
con­ 
spicuous exclusion reflects the 
leaders’ 
confidence 
in 
their 
ability 
to 
adjourn 
before 
Christmas. 
As a dram atic play, it is 
tan tam o u n t 
to 
Babe 
Ruth 
pointing to the centerfield fence 
before hitting his most famous 
World Series homer. 
By far the most significant 
feature of the schedule, how­ 
ever, is the strategic timing of 
the recesses. With one excep­ 
tion 
(Columbus 
Day 
and 
Veterans Day in October), they 
are brilliantly spaced so that no 
two holidays fall in the same 
month. 
What could be more ingenious 
than to have the Memorial Day 
recess (May 22-June 2) follow 
the E aster recess (March 26- 
April 
7) 
and 
precede 
the 
Independence Day recess (June 
26-July 8)? 
This 
same 
resourcefulness 
was displayed in following the 
August recess with the Yom. 
Kippur recess in September 
and following the two October 
recesses with the Thanksgiving 
recess. 
Anyone can readily see the 
advantages of that arrange­ 
ment 
over 
a 
schedule 
of 
recesses for National Peanut 
Month, 
Arbor 
Day, 
Poison 
Preven ti on Week, Evacúa t ion 
Day, George Clym er’s Birth 
day, Rudolph Diesel’s Birth­ 


day and Return the Borrowed 
Book Week. 
All of the above observances 
are bunched together in March. 
Which would make the recesses 
rather strenuous. 


By 
scattering 
them 
out, 
Congress is assured of being 
fresh and well rested through­ 
out the year —the better to 
grapple with our grave national 
problems. 


If the leadership is half as 
effective when Congress is in 
session 
as 
it 
has 
been 
in 
planning 
the 
recesses, 
the 
legislative branch will be in for 
a banner year.

All Nixon’s Papers 


W A SH IN G TO N (UPI) - 
President Ford plans to sign 
legislation today denying Rich­ 
ard Nixon custody of his 
presidential tapes and papers. 
The bill grants permanent 
custody of 'the historical docu­ 
ments to the General Services 
A dm inistration. 
The tapes, papers, and 
documents covering Nixon’s 
five and a. half y ears would, be 
open to public inspection except 
those that deal with national 
security. 
Nixon would have access and, 
under provisions of the bill, 
could go to federal court to 
seek compensation. 
F o rd ’s decision to sign the 
bill erased a potential threat to 
the adjournment of the 93rd 
C ongress. 
Congressional leaders were 
determined to stay in session 
until m idnight Friday, w hen the 
bill would have gone into law 
automatically if Ford had taken 


no action. 
But if Congress were to have 
adjourned before midnight Fri­ 
day, F ord could have ignored 
the bill and it would have been 
killed by a pocket veto. 
If Ford had decided to veto 
the bill before midnight Friday, 
C ongress w ould have stayed in 
session long enough to overrule 
the rejection.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Members of the 1975 Legisla­ 
ture are opposed to increasing 
the pay of judges, state 
executive officials or them­ 
selves but less opposed to a 
judicial increase than to one for 
the other two branches of 
government. 
They also recognize that 
some minor court system must 
be evolved to replace the 
justice-of-the peace courts 
doomed to end Jan. 1, 1976. 
These conclusions are based 
on questions asked in an annual 
poll conducted by United Press 
International. As of today, 105 
of the 150 lawmakers certified 
for the 1975 session (before 
recount) replied. 
To a question whether they 
favored increasing salary or 
pension for judges, for state 
executives and-or legislators 
these were the results: 
—A total of 56 opposed any 
pay increase for judges and 35 
favored, with the remainder 
undecided. The judges found 
more support for improved pay 
among the Republicans (21 for, 
33 against) than among the 
Democrats (14 for, 23 against). 
Indiana Supreme Court and 
Court of Appeals judges get 
$29,500 a year plus a $3,000 
subsistence allowance. Circuit 
and other judges are paid 
differing salaries, all less than
